i These worfcg were opened on Friday 
last, the 1st inatuot, at two o'clock, Tho 
day was remarkubly fine for tho proceed- 
ings, and upwards of a hundred of our 
townsfolk, -with their families -wore present 
on tho occa-sion, . The sun shone down 
brightly oh the extended landscape, and 
from Surface Hill the distant view was 
uninterrupted by tree Or cloud. Hamilton 
seemed only a few miles distant j tho 
course of the Taieri was distinctly dia- 
com^ ; the sullen leaden hiiee -of its lake 
on the russet tinted plain could bo traced ■ 
and around the comjiany in tho background, 
tho mountains from Pisa to Mount Ida 
were capped with snow. By desire, Mr 
Warden Kobinson, in a few* appropriate 
remarks, opened the proceedings. He 
stated that tho works wero the first of 
tlieir kind that had been opened in New 
Zealand, if not in the Auatralian Colonics. 
Tho hydraulic fluming which the com- 
pany saw before them — from which tho 
■water was then gushing out on tho top of 
the hili to their feet — w.as exactly similar 
in character to that beyond tlie ridgo in 
front of them. He had just examined tho 
flumes and the strength of thoir workman- 
ship, and he considered that Mr Anderson,, 
the manager of the Hit-or-Miss Water 
Race Company, who had devised tho plan 
and superintended tho operations, deserved 
well of tho community for the successful 
issue* of this important though expensive 
enterprise. The Hit-or-Mias Company 
were entitled to dcserverl praiso for tho un- 
flinching efforts under the many difficulties 
that distinguished their industry. Tho 
company had evidently tho utmost faith 
In the auriferous nature of the ground 
now* commanded, by expending J62000 on 
the present undertaking, and he trusted 
that their expectations would bo fully 
realised. He would thank the members 
of the company for the liberality shown to 
the public in the general invitations given 
te be present, and would call upon Miss 
Maggie Baird, a daughter of one of the 
shareholders, to christen the new works. 
The young lady then most gracefully 
stepped on tho flume, and taking the bottle 
ia her hand, broke it, and poured the 
foaming contonta into tho bubbling stream, 
at the same time pronouncing the “Pioneer” 
aa tiro name by which the hydraulic box 
fluming shall be hereafter called. Three 
hearty cheers were then called for, and en- 
thusiastically given for the young lady, 
and th^ree more for tho Warden, *whan tho 
assembled visitors were invited to partake 
of luncheon provided for the event, which 
was readily re^nded to, and during tho 
afternoon tho utmost hiiarity prevailed on 
Surface Hill. 

It may not be out of place here te give 
a short account of this company’s opera- 
tions from the beginning. The water of 
tho race has for nearly seven years com- 
manded good ground on tho eastern side 
of Hogbum Gully, whore it has had full 
employment. It is obtained chiefly from 
tho Deep Creek stream, eight miles dm- 
taut, and Mr Anderson, tho present man- 
ager, has been actively engaged with it 
throughout. The present undertaking was 
initiated to bring tho water to the extreme 
top of Surface Bill, tho whole of which is 
supposed to be auriferous. Sluicing was 
commenced on November 17, 1869, and 
completed on June 25, 1870. Tho first 
gap flumed ia 840ft in length ; the great- 
est depth, excluding undulations, 68 feet ; 
distance between the first and second gap 
900 feet; second gap, 1,440 feet long ; and 
greatest depth, 66 feet. The' interior size 
'of these flumes is Sin. by lOift., the mate- 
rial being composed of Baltic two-inch 
planks. It is braced by hardwood ciaropa 
2in. by 4in., and iron bolts varying from- 
iin. to fin. in diameter, and from 17in. to 
19in. in length — all fitted for extreme prea- 
uro, sbout.6in. apart. Tlie estimated water 
pressure in the first gap is seven feet, and in 
the second gap ton icot six inches. Both 
flumes are arranged to carry between four 
and five Government lieads of water. Tho 
whole cost of the -n-orks, including pressure 
tanks, connecting the fluming with head- 
race, intervening race between flumes, 
and all material and labor, amounts to 
£1,7.50. The new reservoir at the head of 
Surface Hill *will also soon form an indis- 
pensablo acquisition to tho minors thero. 
It will lie ready within a fortnight from 
this date, and will hold sometMng like 
1,800,000 gallons of water, and its cost will 
amonut to the sum of £300.

Two of my party — a lady 
and gentlemim — have worn garments thus 
treated in the wildest storm of wind and 
rain without getting weL Tho rain hangs 
upon the cloth in globules : in .short, they 
are really waterproof.

THE OHASB AFTER THUNDER 
BOLT.

Fred, Ward, alias Thunderbolt, i^ dead. 
The cireumstauces which led to the result 
I will, as far ai I can, hriefiy relate. On 
Wednesday, 25th May, about two o’clock, 
as Mr Blanohe and his wife were returning 
home from Uralla, and within about 200 
yards of his own house, a man, riding one 
horse and leading another, rode up to him, 
and called out “ Bail up !’I stating that he 
was a robber, and would have no humbug- 
i ging. On some silver being tendered, he 
refused to have It, stating tliat he knew 
the mistress had money on her, as he was 
laid on to thenj- He also reminded Blanche 
that a few evenings before he (Blanche) 
had refused to accept a £5 order as pay- 
meut for a quart of rum. Subsequently 
he told Blanche that he might go on to his 
house. On reaching there, soma other men 
came up from Carlisle Gully way, and 
Ward (as we shall call him) stuck them up 
also, and an old man named Williamson ; 
and afterwards a dealer named .Cappisote. 
After a little delay the dealer was per- 
mitted to proceed on towards Kentucky, 
Word returning to Blanche's Inn, -when 
he called upon the old man Williamson to 
shout, and also shouted himself, and sang 
and danced. Ward, it appears, also took 
one of the horses from a young man he 
had stuck up, and was trying its speed 
when Senior-constable Mulhall appeared 
in sight, galloping down the hill from 
Uralla. 1 may state that after the hawker 
(Cappisote) was permitted to proceed on 
his journey, he went about a mile and 
a-half to a selector named Dorrington, and 
there taking his horse out of the oa^ he 
put the saddle on, and by taking a wide 
.detour from the road through the bush, 
managed to pass Blanche’s house unob- 
served, and galloped to Uralla Senior- 
constable Mulhall and Constable Walker, 
immediately on receiving information from 
Cappisote, started in pursuit ; but Mul- 
hall’a horse being the faster, he gained 
about half a mile on Walker. Mulhall 
then first arrived, and observed two men 
near the fence, the elder of whom fired. 
Mulhall returned the shot, and, according 
to his own statement, his hone bolted at 
the discharge. By this time Walker was 
galloping down tho hill, when MnihaU met 
him end Raid, “There they are: — T have 
exchanged shots with them. Go on and 
shoot tho wretch.” Walker kept right on, 
when the elder of the two endeavoured to 
cut into the road, but tho young man 
blocked him. The two then giUoped do^vn 
the line of fence from the r>ad to the bush. 
In r.iisirig his pistol, Walker happened to 
discharge it aoeidentally, and the shot went 
into the ground. Ward thereupon turned 
and fired, but missed his man. Waul then 
apparently spoke something to the young 
man, who turned away and left Ward 
alone, with Walker following him. Ward 
then beckoned to Walker, and cried out 
“Como on," to which Walker answered 
“ All right.” For a little more than hajf- 
an-hour they raced through timber, over 
gully and creek, dry ground and boggy, 
up hill and down — Ward doubling like a 
hare, and Walker 'pursuing. It was a 
chase for life. Ward seemed to awaken to 
the fact that now the avenger was on his 
path, and, bold rider though he was, he 
was at last matched. In one place they 
galloped over a piece of ground where the 
tussocks of earth 'and grass were standing 
like stumps, from a foot to two feet high, 
with a boggy waterhole' about four feet 
deep, into which Ward floundered, arid 
Walker followed. Throughout, the pace 
must have been terrific, as the tracks next 
morning testifred. At length Waul turned 
up a bit of a hill, and, when on the highest 
part, turned as if to face W alker ; but if 
so he altered his mind, for off he went 
until he was pulled up by a waterhole 
directly in front of him, and about 300 
yards long. Ward at once dismounted 
and took to the water, swimming over. 
Walker, seeing this, rode up to Ward’s 
horse and shot it dead, and then galloped 
about 200 yards down the creek to the end 
of the waterhole. Here Walker crossed 
the creek, and then aiw Ward, who had 
swum across, divest himself of his coat and 
run up tho creek about 150 yards, to where 
there was a narrow channel about 16ft. to 
-18ft, wide. Across this Ward dashed, and 
had got out on the other side, when Walker 
arrived at the edge, and there they stood 
a while, about 15fc. or 18ft. of the creek 
between them. . Walker told Wai-d to sur- 
render ; but Ward, presenting his pistol, 

' asked him who he was, and his name ; also 
whether he had a family. On Walker re- 
plying that ho had a family. Ward told 
him he ahould think of them. “ Oh ! " 
said Walker, “I thought all about that ; 
will you surrender?” — to which Ward re- 
plied, " No, I will die first.” — “All right,” 
said Walker, ‘‘yen or I for it,” and imme- 
diately rushed his horse into the creek. 
Whether it was the sudden fall, or, as 
Walker supposes, his horse went on his 
knees, it so happened that the horse wont 
under, head and shoulders, and whilst in 
that position Ward made a jump towards 
Walker, to receive his death-wound, for 
Walker at once .fired, the ball entering 
under the left collar-’oone near the armpit, 
and travelling dirdet downwarda aud back- 
wards to about (in. , below the right shoui- 
derblade, where it cameLOutp I 'EOf ^ lungs 
were pierced. Ward f^^^t.IiqiR^iatoly 
rose Bgoin, aud grappled with Walker, who^ 
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then struck him over the forehead with 
bis revolver, aud again knocked him undei 
water, Walker then turned his horse out 
of the oreek, and, dismounting, went into 
the water, and pulled the man out, appa- 
rently dead. Walker then, os it was get 
ting dusk, rode back to Blanche’s and pro. 
cured a horse and cart ; but, although he 
searched for throe hours in tlie dark, he 
could not find the body. The next morm 
ing he wont out again, in company with 
some others, and brought the body in. It 
Was afterwards identified os tliat of Fred. 
Waj^, «fio* Thunderbolt. In the chase 
and final encounter, Constable Walker «- 
hibited undaunted pluck and good ruing, 
combined with much prudence. Few men, 
in the excitement of a chase such as Walker 
rode would^have had cooluess enough to 
atop and shoot the bushranger's horse. It 
not only exhibits coolness, but also, dete^ 
mination, for by thus catting off Ward’s 
: chance of escape, he rendered him despe- 
. rate, and, of course, the more dangerous 
to encounter. Besides, when Walker shot 
the horse,_ he had but one charge left, the 
other having been expended while chasing 
Ward. 

: It appears as if Ward, finding what q 
sticker was after him, thought to double 
Walker, by swimming across, and then, if 
Walker galloped round, either entice him to 
follow him into the creek, or else, by swim- 
ming back again, mount his horse and 
thus gain a starL If aiioh was his idea, it 
was frustrated by Walker’s promptitude 
inahoiting the horse. Ward’s action in 
the last encounter also sliowcd the des- 
perate strait into, which he was brought 
and Walker's pluck in facing him. With 
Thunderbolt it was life or death. With 
Walker it was simply duty. Thunderbolt, 
knew that if.^he.staitod to run on the dry. 
ground Walker would soon overtake him ; 
therefore he stood on the bank of the creek 
ready to avail himself of any chance which, 
might turn up to struggle with Walker, in: 
the water, where as much depended on 
accident as strength. Besides Walker, 
tlioiigb active, is but a slight made man. 

All these were chances in Ward’s favor, 
if a hand-to-hand struggle took place in 
the water. It was indeed, as Walker said, . 
“you or I for it” Ward’s opportunity 
came when Walker’s horse floundered 
head under The rash was made, but for- 
tunately Walker had one shot left, -and 
that, in ta'iing Wanl’s ' life, very probably 
saved Ills own.

versed in the chase, and viewed the water- ! 
hole where tho final eiicoiinter took place, i 
are loud in their approbation of Walker’s 
pluck,' and a testimonial has been started 
(Mr George Weston heading it with £2l))^ 
to testify in a substantial manner their ap- 
preciation of his cool bravery.

icavy drag over either nowly-mctalled or 
to use an, expressive Scotch phrase) “soft” 
foads, as no doubt the pockets of the en- 
erprising coach proprietors will doiuon- 
trale- before the Avinter is over.

giispices ; wharf-cartera and cab-driver, 
with their horses, will not have such a wet, 
^uddy, and intensely miserable appear- 
iiice \ and the aspect of aniinate and in- 
timate nature generally will tend to have 
a bcncliciiil efleeb on the spirits of all and

Another month passed away ; tho slmrt- 
est day of tho year gone by, and half of 
1870 : aphorisms certainly, but food for 
reflection novei’fchelcss. And now for the 
meteorological register. 1st to 4th, fine 
weather; night of 4th, rain; 5th, do. ; 
Gth to Sth, fine ; Gth, drizzle ; lOth, Scot- 
tish mist ; 11th to 13th, moderate — blue 
sky— Hying scuds of i*ain and snow ; 14th 
and 15th, snow— frost —thaw ; 16th to 
19tb, fur; 20th, breaking; 21st, i-ain ; 
22nd, fine; 23rd, foggy— vain ; 24th and 
25th, snow — ^licavy snow ; 26th and 27tli, 
rain and thaw ; 28th and 29th, fine — -dry- 
ing up. 

It is some time since I devoted a para- 
graph to the subject of popvilution and 
progress, and I will make that subject the 
material for my next letter ; but, while 
touching on that subject, I may mention 
that one of ours — “poor fellow” — was 
taken away in a spring cart by a mate 
(and sympAtluser) to Clyde Hospital, dan- 
gerously ill. His voice was hollow aud 
broken, his head bound up in warm flan- 
nels aud comforters, and his eyes spoke 
volumes of intense pain within. Ke shook 
our hands softly, uttered a few words 
gravely, and departed with our earnest 
hopes for his recovery. Scarcely a week 
had elapsed, when one of ours encountered 
the invalid — where do you think? — in 
Princes-street, Dunedin, perfectly, reco- 
vered and ignominious, but contented. 
His disease Inid been debt, and he had 
paid his creditors with the “ fore-topsail 
sheet.” Nob even the Bankruptcy Court, 
or a solicitor, profited by his sickness. 

“ Wc shall hear of that man again,” His 
abilities will lead him to a proiuinent po- 
sition, I prophesy. 

Comphiintsabout Post-oHico irregularities 
soern very general just now. Tliero is no 
disorgaiiiscition so easily discovered as the 
Postal, for it immediately concerns every- 
body. How could we live without letters 
and newspapers ? I would fir rather lose 
my S.iturday’s dinner than iny newspaper, 
and as for Tom, it would utterly prostrate 
him. ' He reads advertisements and all- 
nothing escapes “ old Hawkeye,” as I some- 
times call him. I am sending Iris essa 3 'ou 
Rcbreiichment aud Government ; and iii 
doing so I feel called upon, “ i.ii newspiiper 
parlance,” to state that I will not be held 
responsible for the opiniona expressed by 
my mate, though I am his co-partner iu 
mining ijiterests, &c. He says nothing 
can save tho country but redintegration of 
Governiuont, and that the careless, indif- 
ferent character of the people is not - only 
degrading and derogatory to a fiurly intel- 
lectual class, but will bring its own retri- 
bution. Tom maititaiiis that members 
of the X^roviucial Council and Assembly 
have, for tho most part, not been men 
chosen by a constituency, but rather men 
having sufficient sclf-confidcncG to thunder 
a learjit lesson of patriotic bunkum to a 
sleepy crowd of voters off the platform of 
our schoolhouses, who have given their 
votes, as a votary to Bacchus shouts away 
a pound note, “ for the fuu of the thing,” 

I am almost ashamed to send you Tom’s 
essay, for it would have been easy to con- 
dense it, and retain its sense throughout, 
but his pride would have been hurt at iny 
interference. I must therefore leave it as 
it is, with iill its imperfections, for which, 
of coin*se, as I have already said, I will not 
be responsible, 

“TOM” ON RETRENCHMENT. 

“I cannot understand,” aaya Tom, one even- 
ing last month, while taking down the bill file 
off the ridge-pole of the tent — “ I cannot for tho 
life of me understand how an enlightened public, 
Buch aa wo have in this country, can year after 
year remain listlcsaly indifferent to the burden 
inflicted on them by gross mismanagement of 
the unwieldy machinery set in motion to pro- j 
vide for the welfare of the people. Just look at 
these figures, which I have, taken from the 
)VUnc8sE saj'a Tom, at the same time tearing off 
a dirty scrawled paper (from the file), covered 
with dingy pencilled calculations. “ To govern 
a province whoso rcvciuio is about £300,000 
.a year, it costa nearly £S000 to support the 
Ministry and ruling body,= — this amount being 
about one-twelfth of the entire expenditnro on 
government of a population scarcely equal to 
that of one of Great Rritam’s second-rate towns ; 
while tho gevemod are striving under great 
difiicuUies — more especially that of uncertain 
land tenure — to oiako thcmsolvca settlers, hop- 
ing againat hope that they may be able some 
day to Invite the balance of their families out 
to their adopted country. How many men,” 
saya Tom, in a most excited manner, “ there are 
in Otago at tho present day, who, with a few 
hundred peiinda each, strong arms, and fair ex- 
perience, arc wavering aa to whether it is worth 
while waiting .any longer to got settlement/ 
secured to them by the Government, or, despair-1 



ing of such an event, start off for some country 
more promising for tho emigrant. This Colony 
ia losing rapidly the best material for quickly 
advancing colonisation and all its most iinpor- 
taiit interests (hard-worlung, industrious men, 
with small capital realised hy mining), ' through 
tho sUort-alghtcdiicss of . its rulors, who appear 
to bo absorbed in. solf-uggrandiscmeiit, personal 
quarrels, and outvieiug ouo umithor hi grasping 
and inaiiitaiiiiiig tho power of patronage,” 

“ Look hero, Tom,” 1 exclaimed, seizing hie 
hand, which for the fourth time lie was about 
j to hang on our little tablo (made out of two gin- 
j cases and covered with green baize) ; just atop 
I that anathematising of tho poweivs that he, and 
! deal with abuses — if you look upon them as 
I siich — in a practical manner.’ Yourt' opinions' 

' may yet bo of use to tlio State.” Tom was as 
silent as a lamb. Tho flattery took, (and ho 
muttered, “Once upon a time, they were.”) 

: “Let us hear your proposal for goveramenb, 
encouragement of iininigratioii, and bona fide 
settlement. But keep in iniud that the income 
at present is only £300,000 a-yoar.” 

“ Well,” Says Tom, “ many a night, Jack, 
when you liavo been snoring in that bunk of 
yours, I have been plaiuiiug schemes to save 
this country from utter destruction, and oh. ! 
how I have longed to rrise a capital, on tho 
iutcrest of which I could live, bo as to go into 
Rarliamenb and let my voice bo heard ; and 
now, after reading about dilicrcnt governments 
of all parts of the world, 1 am persuaded that 
the nearest standard for our emulation would bo 
a Heligoland government, — a system which has 
been found to work admirably under a conser- 
vative Executive, and aatiafy all classes. For, 
mark it, Jack, the masses can never, no, never, 
govern themselves. However iutclUgect they 
may he, tlicy must be govcrneil by a few ; ami 
those few must be gentlemen by birth and edu- 
cation, strictly honourable in all their dealings. 
They must be tacticians and diplomatists j firm 
in their conduct, and impregnable against sneers 
— and still more so against flattery. They must 
be loyal to the Queen, lovers of their adopted 
country ; wid lastly, but not least, they must 
be in an indepemleut position — even wealthy. 
They must be God-fearing men, so that they 
may be able to ask His blessing ojl their efforts 
to rule wisely aud justly, and have strength not 
to bo cast down when they are maligned, or 
their actions turned into weapons by their ene- 
mies. Yes, Jack, I am persuaded that if due 
preparation was made by suitable preliminary 
laws, in three ycai*s we could be rejoicing at the 
success of the Heligoland system. But in the 
meanwhile I will de.al with Otago, and curtail 
her expenses fur the present, so that she may ho 
kept within bouuds until the general annexation 
which will have to eventuate in three years for 
the IlcUgoUnd system. 

“ Take out your scissors, Jack, and lop off 
some of these supcrliuous departments. And 
now to my figures. First, the Executive : tho 
total of niy addition iu that quarter comes to 
about :t!50v)f) :i-ycar. Wo must take off £2000 : 
ak — 8uperiiiteiidont, £IOUO ; Secretary and Trea- 
surer (Jjoing men of Im.^iness .and of independent 
means), £250 ; General . .‘Vmanueiisis to Execu- 
tive, Whipper-in, and Adviser to alL Ministries, 
XiiOO; Clerk and Accountant to Treasury, £500; 
two subs., £400; extras, £25U=£3000. Pro- 
viticial Council expenses while sitting only, suy 
fovthirby days each year : Speaker, £30 ; Chair- 
man of Committees, £20 ; Librarian, .£30 ; Mes- 
senger, £2Q ; Scrgeant-al-Arms, L.25 ; Country 
Meinbcr.s, mi; Printing .and Library, L.55(>. 
Reduced from L.3250 to L.475.” — “ Oh t but, 
Tom,” says I, “give tho members their travel- 
ling expenses.” — “ Very w^eil,” saya Tom, “it is 
a young country ; I would allow them all travel- 
ling expenses. Education present expenaos are 
L.2l,fl82 ; we must bring that down to L.I0,000 
until tiie Maori War is over. ^S'ic — Secretary, 
L.,500; Clerk, L.I50 ; Drawing-Master, / 
District Schools, L.1 for every L. I raised by 
taxes on parents and ratepayers, say L.7000 ; 
High Schoul — Jicetor, L.400 ; tliree Masters, 
L.1000 ; Commercial Master, L.250 ; scholar- 
ships, L. 500 ; prizes, L.200. Reutovs of Gram- 
mar Schools, L.600; moneys to reimburse the 
colleagues for their medal distribution. Is. j 
total, L, 10,000. Crown Lands Department:

Wliat on earth do they do for 
their wages ?” — “ They do a hit of travelling, at 
any rate. Judging hy the notices in the gold- 
fields papers, I should think they are in the 
saildle ten clays in every month in the year, and 
we can’t do without them, mate — you know 
that.” — “ Well, let us go into items,” says Tom, 

“ and I believe wc can brhig them down a couple 
of hundred. Supposing wc allow them L.200 
for housekeeping aud victualling ; two servant- 
girls fas cook and housemaid), wages and keep, 
i L.1G0; entertaining brother beaks, ministers, 

I and big-wigs, L.CO ; cellar, L.50 ; groom, 14.90, 
to inchido hia keep ; forage for three horses, | 
L. 100 ; travelling expenses (at ten days to each 
month), L.120. Well, ami that is all they can 
•w.'int, surely,” says Tom. — “ Yes ; and you old 
donkey,” added I, ‘^you arc allowing them 
L.780aycar.” — “ »vnd quite enough, too,” says 
Tom. — “ But, you old muff, they only get 
L.500 !” — ** Oh, well, then I would give them 
L.250 more for horsellcah : their outlay for that 
item must be considerable. I don’t want to hear 
of any bankrupt commissioners, or Supreme 
Court cases against magistrates, aolct them have 
a salaty above temptation, by all manner of 
means. — “But I don’t quite agree with you, 
Tom,” said I, “about the 
If a place like Oaniarn^ and such-like, can have 
its local fixed stipendiary, 1 cannot .see why 
other places of cqu.al importance should not 
h.wc a similar authority. J think such a plan as 
this v/ould far better suit tho public, save the 



Government the constant liar.aB3ing of public mo- 
luorials, and satisfy the magistrates themaolvos : 
that ia, by giving them small wages, jjcrma- 
nont ofiloo (seourod by heavy compens:itirm in 
case of discharge), little or no travelling, and 
more men of the kind. 

“ Let- them bo like tho AincVIcan magistrates, 
or old Garibaldi, who xemain at hojue, till tho 
ground, raise crops, study law, and r.re always 
at hand to guido the reins, advise, oueourago, or 
robiiko as the cxigcncie.s of the caso may require. 
Lot them bo comtriissioncrs, jnagistiatos, imd 
holders of every other fuiiction'not incompatible 
witli tho higher offices that the general pul^lic 
may require access to. Twelve jnen with such 
powers, stationed at twelve of the most impor- 
. taut plages on the gold-fields, say wiLli £400 i\ 
year. Each would serve such a scattered but 
not uniinportaut population far bettor than six 
itinerating Commissioners at large salaries, who 
are employotl half thuir time in travelling, aud 
aro continually causing expense, aimoyanco, aiii.l 
disappoiiitiiient to Uio mind's, by failing to keep 
their appointmenta at different couit-honscs, 
owing to many different circumstances — very 
often flooded rivers, storms, snowed -up passes, 
and such like. And when they do go— worn 
out and worried with these jouriioys— they .aro 
obliged to push through important cases with 
conjuror’s speed, perhaps to be able to cross 
some dangerous ford or pass before dark, so as 
to reach some other cuurt-housc on the morrow. 

I maintain, Tom, that although an intelligent > 
coinurissioner can look after the rights of a thou- | 
sand men, lie is still as much required when tbe ' 
population becomes reduced to hundreds. The 
few require the machine of the law jdst as much' 
as tho multitude, and must have it at their com- 
mand, in spite of all arguments in tho Council 
that reduction of population necessitates reduc- 
tion of departmental expenses. fcSuch argiiiiienis 
aro quite fidlacious in such an extr:mrdinary 
country as New Zealand ; and it is disgraceful 
for those ineuibers who, being familiar with 
gjld-ficlda topography, should rcsoi-t to such- 
tergiversation simjdy to gain a name of being 
economists, and thus s.aerilice to their vanity 
the comfort and convenience of a largo number 
of men who, footsore and weary, have to travel 
many a mile to procure their rights .and certifi- 
cates, get advice, spend money, and lose valu- 
able time, and too often, disappointed, have to 
turn back because the court or office was closed. 
Yea, Tom, increase the popiil.ation, by all means, 
and gut people to settle ; increase the work of 
the authorities, but do not falsely economise 
to appease a popular cLamour — do not close 
against us the mcana whereby all our interests 
are kept in fair order. 1 inaint.aiii where litiga- 
tion must continue, by circumstances over which 
tho most peaceable of 11. M.’s subjects liave no 
control, it is right and just tlvit the taxes should 
bo spout on Governiuciit ; and though you aud I 
have to pay more for it, and v/ork harder to 
keep out of dcl^t, a large majority of our class, 
Toni, would prefer this to tho risk of disonler 
and confusion arising occasionally, and having 
to tr.imp twenty or thirty miles to get a sum- 
mons, and lose may be a week over the case 
afterwards, or wait three weeks or a month until 
the cominissioncr calls iu on his periodicid 
rounds. ” 

“Very well,” says Tom; “wo will petition 
for the Oainai’ii, Oarihalduin, Y.'inkcc plan ; and 
now ti> the estimates once moro. vsix wardens, 
at £750 — £4550 ; or twelve w'artlens at £400 
— £4S00. But I cannot see the use of all these 
receivers and bailiffs. I wouhl have twelve 
good clerks iu the twelve commisgioners* offices, 
and to be also bailiffs, witli a salary of £250 a 
year, and without any travelling (the idea of 
clerks travelling J), beyond serving summonses.” 

“That would never answer, Tom,” said T. 

“ "VVliat sort of men would you get to do the 
work ? You c;iiuiot auialgam.atc the offices— 
the twofiilil jiosition would be anoioMous. I cer- | 
tairiJy do like to see intelligCTit, well-educated j 
nicu in a Government service, whether Imperial 
or colonial. Their position is marked aud con- 
spicuous, and in a young colony tr.avcllgrg and 
strangers are often guided in their opinions of’ 
the peoxde hy the tone of tho Govcriniienb ser- 
vice. It acts as an advertiscmciit for iinmicr:i- 
tiou. Never mind ; go on, Tom. What kind j 
of men would you have ?” 

' “ Good strong, able-bodied men,” says Tom. 
“It is absurd to have an aristocracy, or oven 
gontlo blood, in a service of such rulers. It 
ought never to he that the Bubonliiiatea should 
have to feel contempt for their masters —to know 
that they (the subs. ) aro thuir superiors in every 
way, and to have to smart untlor the rulo of 
men in every way unfit for their position.
